Even now, tonight, 
the good Massachusetts granny, arrayed ina 
snow-white night shirt, with red collars and 
cuffs, is rehearsing his speech before the mir- 
ror in his LaFayette Square mansion.

Today he and Spooner have been straining 
to work up oppositien to the Quay reso!ution. 
They attempted tocaHa caucus for tonight, 
but the Quay forces refused to attend, stating 
that the fight must now be made in open 
senate. They worked some littie opposition, 
and won oveta few doubtful men, but Quay 
is yet confident. 

Tonight hesayshe will agree to no com- 
promise. Hioar has not ‘‘toted fair,’’ he says, 
and now he must go down in defeat, raise the 
white flag and cry “enough’’ ina vojce 80 
loud as to be heard 

Indeed, Quay said tonight his resolution was 
certain to pass in its original shape. He has 
six republican senators committed to him. 
They will stand with him through the fight, it 
matters not how heavy the firing from the 
other side. He has reason. to believe seven 
more are With him, -making thirteen in all; 
but he does not count these as sure. 

With the six, however, victory wiil be his. 
The democrats, to a man, will vote with Quay, 
and with his six followers he will carry the 
day. 

Thousands of rumors are afloat tonight as to 
the manner ofthe battle by the anti-Quay 
men; some say the fight will be short, others 
that the debate will go onaday ortwo. The 
bloody shirt will be waved wildly, and the 
powers of the administration will be brought 
vigorously to bear. upon the Quay faction. 
However, theJPennsylvanian seems to have no 
fears. He fee!s he has his fight sure and talks 
confidently. 

Reed and the house republicans have been 
active today. They are attempting a flank 
movement by getting a paper signed by -the 
house republicans declaring that congress shall 
not adjourn until the force bill passes, even 
though they remain here until December. It 
isalso tothe effect that. if the force bill is 
killed, the house will refuse to agree to a con- 
ference report on the tariff bill. Itis claimed 
that forty-nine house republicans signed this 
today. 

This afternoon, armed with the paper, Mr. 
Grosvenor, of Ohio, went to the senate and 
approached Senator Aldrich, who is one of 
Quay’s followers, and who has charge of the 
tariff bill. Whenthe paperwas shown Ald- 
rich he simply replied that Mr. Grosvenor 
was making an ass of himself; whereupon the 
Ohioan retired. 

The democratic senators are very anxious to- 
night. They say the vote seems too close, and 
fear that Harrison may yet whip a senator or 
two into line, and defeat the Quay resolution. 
That remains to be seen. Quay is confident, 
and that means much. 

The suspense will probably be ended tomor- 
row, when the fate of the force bill will be 
known. The chances decidedly favor its 
death and with a large open rupture in the 
es ee 

All of which will please the democrats. In 
deed, it looks now that fate is to bestow upon 
the democratic party many favors. It seems 
they are to come out victorious, not through any 
great work or great leadership (the democrats 
have no leaders), but through the rupture of 
the republicans caused by factional fights. 
And the south will be the gainer. 

Denning Will Be Confirmed. 

Senator Colquitt said today that J. D. 
Denning would be confirmed as postmaster at 
Augusta, within a few days. He says he no 
longer has hope of defeating Denning. The 
inspector’s report, which makes charges against 
Denning, amounts to nothing. The report 
82s the check from the city was raised, but 
Denning did not do it, and when he found it 
out, immediately repaid the sum. Nothing 
was said then, and the inspector thinks it very 
late to spring it now.

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In Case the Firemen Strike on the New 
York Central. 

New York, August 19.—Grand Master 
Workman Powderly and Secretary Hayes, of 
the Knights of Labor, arrived here this morn- 
ing. Grand Chief Sargent, of the Firemen’s 
Union; Wilkinson, of the Traimmen’s Asso- 
ciation; Chairman George Howard, of the 
Railway Conductors, and Grand Master 
Sweeney, of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid As- 
sociation, are at the Grand Union hotel. Up 
to 11 o'clock no meeting of the leaders was 
held. Vice President Webb said this morning: 

‘Tor the past few days I have been making 
arranyements to get a new force of Rremen in 
case those on the road should go out, and have 
succeeded so far that any delay from that 
cause Wil be temporary. I have enough as- 
snrances froin the firemen on my road to con- 
vince me thatin case they are ordered out, a 
nunmiber of them will not go. Then, if neces- 
sary, IL will stop every particle of freight 
tratlic, closeup every yard and keep them 
closed until I have obtained a sufficient num- 
ber of new firemen to resume freight trafiic. 
This, Lthink, I can accomplish within forty- 
eight hours, as I have long lists of men who 
will come at the wages we will pay. My road 
will expend $2,000,000 to win, and in my ac- 
tion L ain backed up by the stockholders.” 

WEBB CORRECTS A STATILMENT.

THE LEADERS IN CONFERENCE. 

The much talked of conference of labor 
leaders this evening occurred at St. Cloud botel 
at ¥:15 o’clock and Jasied two hours.

The whole situation was freely discussed at 
great length, but no conclusion was reached.

EMPLOYING MEN IN PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 19.—There was a 
large gathering of uneniployed men at Twelfth 
and Arch streets, in this city today, to which 
locality they had been invited by an adver- 
tisement for head brakemen, ordinary brake- 
man, and switchtenders, put forth by the 
trades-bureau, which was authorized to engage 
men by the New York Central Railroad Com- 
pany. Before noon fully 250 men had applied 
and 150 were accepted, engaging to leave 
tonight for different points in New York state. 
Head brakeman were offered $75 a month, 
ordinary brakemen $65, and switchmen $55. 
The bureau will be open, itis said, tomorrow 
also,

BRAWLEY HAS BEEN NOMBRTED 


Other Features of the South 
Carolina Campaign.

Congressional - Conventions in 


Southern States. 


CHARLESTON, S. C., August 19.—[Special.]— 
The first congressional district convention 
met here today, forty-five delegates being 
present, two absent from Orangeburg. 

After the permanent organization, a motion 
was made to go into nominations. Mr. Sharp, 
of Loxington, moved as a substitute that the 
noniinations be referred tothe people of the 
district, to be decided by primary election. 
This was tabled. 

Mr. C. M. Eferd, of Lexington, rose to a 
question of privilege, and asked to correct a 
sensational report published in The Columbia 
Record and copied in The News and Courier, 
to the efiect that the Lexington delegation 
would bolt if their candidate was not nom- 
inated. Lexington was here to stay as demo- 
crats, he said. ) 

Nominations were then in order. H. D. 
Padgett, of Colleton, nominated W. H. Braw- 
ley, of Charleston. He was seconded by Gen- 
eral B. H. Rutledge. Mr.G. W.Dannelley, of 
Orangeburg, nominated Major H. A. Meelge, 
of Lexingtcn. He claimed that it was Lex- 
ington’s turn to have the cengressman, as 
Charleston and Orangeburg had both a show. 

The ballot was then taken with the follow- 
ing results: Brawley, 52; Meelge, 13. Brum- 
ley’s vote stood as follows: Charleston, 26; 
Berkeley, 1; Colleton, 5; total,. 382; for 
Meejge: Orangeburg,*6; Livingston. 6; Col- 
leton, 1; tota!, 13. 

Dr. Lowmun, of Orangeburg, moved to 
make Brawley’s nomination unanimous, but 
after a protest from one of the Lexington dele- 
gates, the motion was withdrawn. } 

A committee of one from each delegation 
was then appointed to wait on Major Brawley 
and escort him to the hall. He made quitea 
lengthy, eloquent speech, in which he went 
through the alliance catechism.In his judgment” 
of party cbligalion, it would be unbecoming in 
any one calling himself a democrat to bind 
himself in advance, not tostand by his party 
in any question which may be considered and 
determined to be a party question. He would 
certainly not pledge himself in advance to 
separate himself from a demeccratic caucus 
upon any fiscal question. 

He also said that apart from this he could 
not support the subtreasury bill. It was con- 
trary to what he beljeved to be the underlying 
and fundamental principles of the democratic 
party which are “Equal rights to all and 
special priviieges to non@.”” In speaking of 
the decline in commerce and agriculture he 
said: 

It is heartrending to think of the hundreds of 
young men, the flower of our city, the light of our 
once happy homes, who are forced away from us 
by sheer lack of employment and who are scat- 
tered from the Potomac to the Rio Grande. Inas- 
much as legislation has not caused the greater 
part of the economic disturbances and depression 
complained of, we cannot look to legislation 
simply for their care. 

Mr. Brawley pitched into the “tariff in- 
quity,’’ as he called it, without gloves. He 
said he firmly believed that the hour has 
sounded and that the great power of this new 
organization will break down the business 
which prevents free trade with the rest of 
mankind. Major Brawley touched upon 
many other subjects of national importance 
and announced his intention of canvassing the 
district. 

The nominee was born in Chester county in 
1841, and graduated from the South Carolina 
college in 1860. 
Carolina Volunteers as private, and lost an 
arm at the battle of Seven Pines. He then 
went to Kurope, where he remained till 1865, 
when he returned to Chester. He was solicitor 
of the sixth circuit from 1868 to 1874, when he 
moved to Charleston. He has represented 
this county in the legislature since 1882, and 
was chairman of the judiciary committee of 
the last house. He is a:director in the Charies- 
ton and Savannah, and the South Carolina 
railroads, and also in the Atlantic and French 
Broad railroad. He is aleg solicitor of several 
roads. 


TO PREVENT NEGRO SUPREMACY. 


The Question of Suffrage in the Missis- 
sippi Convention. 

JACKSON, Miss., August 19.—The usual 
batch of amendments regulating suffrage was 
sulnnitted to the constitutional convention to- 
day, but no new features wore presented, 
except in resolutions offered by Delegates 
Paxton, of Washington, and Thompson, of 
Lincoln. Paxton's resolution reads.as follows: 

Resolved, 1. That the rapid increase of the negro 
population in the Yazoo delta threatens the Afri- 
canization of the state of Mississippi. 

2. That the threatened danger will be most 
safely inet by an apportionment of representation 
as will vest the power of the state in white con- 
stituencies. 

3. Assuming that the membership of the house 
of representatives is reduced to 100, resolved to 
maintain white supremacy and consequent good 
government in the state of Missippi, it is essen- 
tial that several counties in the Yazoo delta be 
limited to one member in the bouse of representa- 
tives. 

4. Resolved, That to permanently maintain 
good government in said counties, it is essential 
that all county offices be filled by executive 7 
pointment, as the governor may be advised by 
wimary nomination conventions regulated by 
aw. 

WILLING TO MAKE SACRIFICES. 

As Mr. Paxton is a representative of one of 
the counties where the negroes largely out- 
number §the whites, his resolution is re- 
garded as indicative ofa willingnesson the 
part of the people. He represents to make 
political sacrifices in order to avert negro su- 
preimacy. at : 

Delegate Thompson’s proposition is, that 
the state be divided into twelve grand polit- 
ical divisions, composed of six or seven coun- 
ties each, which divisions shall each elect ten 
representatives and two senators to serve in 
the state legislature; that all state officers 
shall be elected by twelve state electors. ap- 
pointed by the aforesaid twelve grand polit- 
ical divisions. 

WIFE-BEATING A DISQUALIFICATION, 

Delegate McLauren, of Rankin, raised a 
laugh by offering an amendment providing 
that no person convicted of wife-beating shail 
hereafter be a qualified elector. This resola- 
tion is based on the theory that many negroes 
are wife beaters.

. WILL EXAMINE THE ACT. 

‘|The most important business yet transacted 
by the committee was the passage of a resolu- 
tion providing that the judiciary committee be 
requested to make a special report to the com- 
mittee at as early a day as possible upon the 
effect of the act of congress readmitting _ Mis- 
sissippi into the union, limiting the right of 
Mississippi to impose certain restrictions upon 
the right of franchise and otherwise prohibit- 
ing the state from changitig the constitution 
of the state of Mississippi adopted in 1869 so 
far as said act shall affect the work of the 
committee. The report of the judiciary com- 
mittee of the convention upon _ this 
point will shape the course. of 
the convention. The judiciary committee is 
composed of eighteen lawyers of eminent 
ability, with Viley P. Harris, the recognized 
head of the profession in this state, as chair- 
mgn. Their conclusions will be accepted by 
the committee as of the highest authority, and 
are awaited with extraordinary interest. 

The report of the committeee on the con- 
tested election cases of Moore and Pearman, 
of Bolivar, against Melchar aud Montgomery, 
was presented today. The majority report of 
three members of the committee favors 
the ‘contestants, the minority of two re- 
ported in favor off the contestees. This case 
involves the title tothe seat of J. N. Mont- 
gomery, a formerslave of Jefferson Davis, and 
tie only colored man at the convention. The 
case Was laid over until tomorrow for debate, 
and, as Montgomery will plead his own case, 
the proceedings will doubtless be invested 
with dramatic interest. 
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TRIED AND TRUE. 


Hon. George D. Wise Chosen for the Sixth 
Consecutive Time. 

RicHMoND, Va., August 19.—[Special.J— 
Hon. George D. Wise has been chosen for the 
sixth consecutive time as the democratic 
standard bearer in the third congressional dis- 
trict. He has served four terms and received 
the cértificate two years ago, but was unseated 
by the present house of representatives to 
make room for Waddill. 

The nominating convention assembled in 
the Bullard house here today at noon, with all 
of the 129 delegates elected, except one, either 
personally or by alternates. 

The contest in which Colonel Tazewell, 
Ellett and Speaker Cardwell, of the house of 
delegates, opposed Mr. Wise, has been the 
most warmly waged friendly fight that has oc- 
curred in this district for ten years. As indi- 
cated in my previous dispatches, though Mr. 
Wise has been ahead all aiong and on the first 
ballot, which was taken by roll call, he re- 
ceived sixty-four votes, just the 
number required to nominate. While 
there were 128 delegates, there were two 
less votes, one county having elected too 
many. When the sixty-fourth vote was cast 
for Wise there was the wildest enthusiasm, 
and the body burst into a perfect uproar, 
which only suspended to become even greater 
when the nominee was invited in to make his 
speech of acceptance. He spoke briefly, but 
with more than his usual force. Messrs. Ellett 
and Cardwell made very graceful speeches, 
pledging their cordial support and invoking 
that of their friends for the nominee.

LILY M. GOULD 
IS UNDER ARREST. 


THAT MURPHY: CASE AGAIN 


The Dead Man's Family Have It 
Done. 


NEW EVIDENCE - I$ TALKED OF. 


Mrs. Gould's Life in Murphy-~ 
About ta Leave. 


Murrny, N. C., August 19.--[Special.]— 
Mrs. Gould is under arrest again. 

The troubles of the woman who stabbed 
her husband to death are by no means 
over. 

A new phase in her case developed this 
morning, when she was again placed under 
arrest. 

It will be remembered that, after killing 
her husband, Mrs. Lily M. Gould was ar- 
rested and, after an examination before a 
local magistrate, was released, the magis- 
trate holding that her deed was in self- 
defense. 

At that time public sympathy was largely 
in her favor. The story told by the negro 
boy, who was the only witness to the affair, 
was believed, and the fair Lily’s plight ap- 
pealed to the sympathies of the male por- 
tion of Murphy, if not to the female portion. 

The story of her ‘life, as tcld in her 
long letter to Tue CANstritution, was 
read with great interest; and so, too, was 
the story of the brothers of her dead hus- 
band, which seemed to throw a different 
light upon her character. 

But she succeeded in making those who 
were thrown near her believe that she was 
a §much-wronged woman, and the homes 
of many of our people were open to her, 

Since the publication of her last letter in 
THE CONSTITUTION, Mrs. Gould has led a 
quiet life. It was understood that she was 
staying here until the proper steps toward 
closing up her husband’s estate were taken. 
Gould had some money in an Atlanta bank, 
and steps were taken to secure this. She 
has been in frequent consultation with her 
lawyers here, but with what result is not 
known. : 

But Mrs. Gould’s habits have not been the 
most exemplary.

character further than that an inordinate 
love for liquor seemed to rule her. Her un- 
fortunate appetite for strong drink has about 
forfeited all the respect and sympathy which 
the people here had for her. 

One gentleman, however, evinced great in- 
terest in her. A day or two ago Mrs. Gould 
announced her intention of leaving Murphy, 
and it was understood that she was to goto 
New York, there to be put into a private in- 
ebriate asylum at the instance of the gentle- 
man bere referred to. 

This morning she was to leave Murphy. 
Every preparation had been made and she 
had bidden adieu to the few friends who still 
had remained kind to her. Her trunks were 
all packed and she was ready to board the 
train, when a warrant for her arrest was served 
on her. 

She was completely dumfounded. She is 
greatly distressed at this new turn affairs have 
taken and has beenin consultation all day 
with her lawyers, trying, itis presumed, to 
find the best way to get out of her troubles. 

The warrant was sworn out by an English- 
man, whois acting as the agent for the family 
of Gould. He has been instructed under no 
circumstances to let Mrs. Gould get away. 

The brothers of Gould are on their way to 
America. On their arrival they will, it is 
claimed, vigorously prosecute the unfortunate 
woman. It is claimed that new evidence 
tending to show that Mrs. Gould is not alto- 
gether biameless has been discovered, but just 
what that evidence is, it is impossible to learn. 
Mrs. Gould’s statement of the affair seems to 
show that she acted with deliberation in the 
killing of her husband.

THE NEGRO CONFESSED, 


And There May Be a Lynching Bee in 
Which He Will Take Some Interest. 

Montcomery, Ala., August 19.—[Special.] 
Additional particulars of the murder and the 
confession of the assassin of Hon. E. G. Maull 
representative-elect of the legislature in 
Lowndes, was received in this city, today. A 
colored detective from Chicago, one of Pinkere 
ton's men, was placed in the cell with two of 
the suspected assassins. He remained with 
them eleven days. He then asked to be turned 
out. A negro boy, about nineteen yearsold, 
who had been bound to Maull, confessed that 
he stole Maull’s gun for John Ryan, another 
negro, who hated Maull, and proposed te 
assassinate him. Ryan also confessed to the 
detective, and afterwards confessed to the 
sheriff. It now turns out that Ryan had ‘cone 
fessed to a negro previous to his arrest and 
incarceration, and, since he has been in jail, 
he gave the negro his best shirt not to tell. 
There is much indignation over the assassina- 
tion in Lowndes, and a lynching bee is 
probable. Thousands of dollars have been 
spent by the widow of thé deceased, who was 
very wealthy, running down the murderer.

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A WOMAN’S FOUL DEED. 


She Kills for no Cause Her Husband’s 
Political Enemy. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., August 19,—[Special.]— 
Max Stein, of Edenburg, Tex., district judge 
of the Hidalgo county circuit court, was shot 
and killed this morning at Reynoso, Mexico, 
in cold blood. 

The deed was committed by Mrs. H. T. Me- 
Cabe, the wife of ex-Judge McCabe, a bitter 
political enemy of Stein. 

Judge Stein and his wife went to Reynosa 
yesterday to attend the county fair being held 
there. They were strolling around the plaza 
of the town this morning arminarm, when 
they were met by Mrs. McCabe, who, without 
a word of warning, drewa revolverof small 
caliber and fired, the bullet entering the body 
under the left breast and passed out at the 
back, producing instant death. 

. The mtrderess made a desperate resistance 
when her arrest was attempted by the Mexi- 
can authorities. 

The only cause assigned for the assassination 
is that there has been bad blood existing be- 
tween the.two families for some time, grow- 
ing out of political troubles. 


EIGHT PASSENGERS KILLED 


And Twenty Injured in a Railroad Acct- 
dent in Massachusetts. 

Boston, Angust 19.—A serious accident hap- 
pened to the Cape Cod and Woodshall train 
on the Old Colony road at Quincy at 1 o’clock 
this afterncon. The train jumped the track 
fifteen feet from President’s bridge. The first 
passenger coach fell on the engine, the latter 
having toppled over. The engine set fire to 
the train. The fireman was instantly killed 
and the engineer fatally injured. As far as 
can be learned, there were eight passengers 
killed and about twenty injured. - The 
latter are for the greater. part ine 
jured by escaping steam, having been 
friglitfully scalded. The Quiney fire de- 
partment was called to the scene as 
quickly as possible and shortly afterward the 
fire was extinguished. The dead and injured 
were removed from the scene, the latter being 
taken into, private houses and to the Quincy 
hospital. The scene of the accident is near 
the scene of the frightful Wollaston disaster a@ 
few yearsago. The train is the Vineyard ex- 
press, due in Roston at 1:10 o’clock, and con- 
sists of five or six parlor and passenger cars, 
usually fally loaded. It is usually running at 
forty miles an hour near this point. 

A PASSENGER TELLS OF THE WRECK. 

William Tennell, a house builder of Boston, 
was a passenger in the fourth car of the train, 
It was in this car, he says, that most casual- 
ties occurred. The train was running through 
Quincy atthe rate of thirty miles an hour. 
When near President’s bridge, there was a 
rumbling sound, followed by an awful crash. 
The three forward cars lurched and left the 
track. The fourth kept the rails and swept 
right along upon the broken locomotive, which 
lay in its way, forcing itself right on top of it. 
The shock was terrific, and 1t seemed as if the 
car drove up twenty feet in the air. When 
the car descended onthe engine, it swirled 
suddenly over, its occupants being thrown 
violently about. Steam came into the carin 
dense clouds from the locomotive beneath, 
scalding and a'most suffocating the people 
penned inside. . 

In the descent of the cara hole was tornin 
the bottom ofit, through which as — as 
forty or fifty people were taken out. Mr. Ten- 
nell thinks six or seven persons were killed and 
twenty-five slightly injured He thinks the 
accident was caused by the spreading of the 
rails. 

Fireman James Ryan, of South Boston, is 
underthe engine, while Engineer Babcock 
was thrown upon an embankmentand but 
slightly injured. Mr. Tennell thinks the 
steam caused all the deaths in thiscar. About 
forty passengers were in the car and all suf- 
fered more or less injury.

Hundreds of Houses Completely 
Demolished 


IND SCORES OF LIVES 


LOST. 


The Damage at Wilkesbarre and 
Other Places. 


WiILKESBARRE, Pa., August 19.—At4o’clock 
this afternoon the most terrible cyclone that 
was ever experienced in this locality struck 
this city. Itcameup the river. From what 
point it origjnated, it is not now known. The 
suddenness of its coming was one of its most 
awful! features. The heavens were as black as 
night and the wind blew with the most fright- 
ful velocity. Whole rows of trees were blown 
down. Following this, hundreds of houses 
were unroofed, partially blown over or com- 
pletely demolished, and, worse than all, a vis- 
itation of death was sent upon a number of 
people. The totai death loss, so far as ascer- 
tained, fs twelve. 

SOME OF THE FATALITIES. 

Four men are known to have been killed at 
the Hazard wire rope works. A house on 
Scott street, occupied by miners, who had just 
returned from work, fellin, and three of the 
inmates were killed. The huge smoke stack 
of the Kytle planing mil! fellon a man and 
two horses and all were killed. A little col- 
ored girl was killed by a falling building on 
South Main street. Twomen suffered death 
by the falling of a portion of Stegman’s brew- 
ery. and a third incurred the same fate through 
the almost complete demolition of S. Brown’s 
handsome brick business block, on East Mar- 
ket street. 

There are undoubtedly fifteen or sixteen 
others killed. Other reports are coming in 


constantly to that effect. 


THE CRIES OF THE HOMELESS. 

Large districts in several sections of the city 
are in absolute ruin, and women and children 
are in the streets crying and wringing their 
liands in absolute disimay. 

The damage will reach to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars. Passenger trains and 
locomotives at the depot were blown over, and 
every wire in the eity—electric light, tele- 
phone and telegraph—is down. The devasta- 
tion is to be compared with nothing in the 
memory of the oldest inhabitant. Everybody 
is rejoicing that no fires have as yet followed, 
for the streets are impassible with trees and 
fallen dwellings, and the engines could not be 
drawn through them, Murray shaft fanhouse 
was blown down and the fan stopped. There 
are twenty-seven men in the mine, but it is 
oped they can be got out safely. 

DAMAGE AT OTHER PLACES. 

Later—7:20 o’clock, p. m.—Reports come 
from Sugar Notch, a mining/town, three miles 
from here, that the destruction of property is 
terrible, and that fifteen persons wee killed. 

At Parsons and Mill Creek, four miles from 
here, the coal breakers-in all directions have 
been more or Jess damaged, and the number 
of killed will reach ten. Telegraph wires are 
down in all directions, and communication all 
shut off. 

; THE RAIN POURING DOWN 

The wires are working so badly that it is 
alinost impossible to get anything off. The 
estimated loss at midnight is $500,000, 
although it may reach higher figures. The 
suffering is great. A terrible rainstorm set in 
shortly after the cyclone and drenched the ex- 
posed property Which lies in the track of the 
evelone. At midnight the rain 18 pouring 
down in. torrents. 

SUMMERVILLE COMPLETELY WIPED UP. 

PHILADELPHIA, August 19.—A_ special dis- 
patch fron Scranton tothe Times says that 
trainmen of incoming trains report that the 
village of Summerville, thirty miles west of 
Scranton, was struck by a cyclene this after- 
noon about 5:30 o’clock, and totally anni- 
hiijated. a 

Engineer Wilham Fisher, in giving an ac- 
count of his train experience while passing 
throveh the evelone, said the engine was 
lifted from the track, the cab blown off and 
all the windows in the cars were crushed in 
by the terrible force of the wind. Two of the 
train hands were seriously injured. Any 
definite account of the storm or the damage 
done by it is difticult to obtain, as all the wires 
to the west of the city are down. : 

A special to the Inquirer, from Plymouth, 
savs: Hiarveysville, a farming village ten 
miles from here, was wrecked thisafternoon by 
atornado. The Methodist church and adjoin- 
ing parsonage was blown down. Harvey's large 
store was totaliv destroyed. Nearly all the 
houses in the village and on adjacent farms 
were unroofed and rendered uninhabitable. 
Crons in the fields were ruined.  LEiijah 
Fahringer, a well-to-do farmer, was killed and 
several others were injured. 

THE DAMAGE AT READING. . 

The Record has a special dispatch from 

Reading which says: Abont 8:30 0’clock this 
morning this city was struck by a furiouswind 
rain storm, and the lower 
part was flooded. In north Read- 
ing all telegraph, telephone, and electric 
light wires were blown down and the twelfth 
and thirteenth wards are in darkness. A barn 
belonging <to Jefferson Snyder was blown 
down and all the horses’ and cattle in it were 
killed. A farm hand is missing, and ashe is 
thought to have been in the building, it is

The storm seems toshave 
been especially severe between here and 
Sinking Spring, and trains coming down 
Lebanon valiey had considerable difficulty in

FAMOUS —- HUNTER-LEGISLATOR 


THE 


To Be Commemorated in Living 
Marble. 


LAWRENCEBURG, Tenrf, August 19.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Nearly 5,000 people assembled here to- 
day from this and adjoining counties, and also 
from neighboring states, to witness the laying 
of the corner stone of the monument to Davy 
Crockett, who lived here for many years, rep- 
resented this county in the state legislature, 
and was elected to congress from this district. 

Mr. E.S. Fowler, of: Columbia, made the 
principal speech of the day. He outlined the 
career of Davy Crockett, and related many in- 
teresting anecdotes, illustrating his ready wit 
and love of adventure. He said Davy Crock- 
ett was famous in life, and none the less fa- 
mous in death, for if a man unknown had suf- 
fered the death of Davy Crockett, that alone 
would have made him famous. Mr. Fowler 
concluded by saying: ‘‘You will erect here a 
monument to the great hero. It will repre- 
sent our honor fora man who did his duty, 
and did it well.’ 

Mr. Lewis Baxter, repub ican nominee for 
governor, said: ‘‘Here in the presence of the 
foundation of the monument to be erected to 
one of our departed heroes, let us forget busi- 
ness and politics and bow with reverence and 
affection. In all Davy Crockett’s characters, 
we are struck with his manly independence, 
his sense of fairness, his desire to do right, his 
physical and moral courage, and his sublime 
patriotism.” 

Mr. Baxter then spoke of the example which 
should be heeded by the people of the south. He 
said that within the next ten years the south 
would be qnadrupled in population and still 
not one-tenth of its resources would be de- 
veloped. 

Hon. J. G. Crockett, of Bowling Green, 
Ky., a kinsman of old Davy, then spoke 
briefly and the last address of the day was de- 
livered by another kinsman, R. E. Crockett, 
of O’Brien county. He said, as the speakers 
before him had confined themselves to Davy’s 
patriotism, courage and manhood, he would 
relate an anecdote. A hunting party had 
once been formed and met at Davy’s cabin. 
About 100 men concluded to. remain 
all night. During the day a backwoods 
boy had caught two buzzards. Davy bought 
them, and that night tied them together at- 
taching to each a blazing pitch ball. The 
sleepers were hurriedly aroused and then the 
buzzards’ flew away with the two balls of 
fire into the heavens. The men took the 
miracle for an evidence of the wrath of the 
Almighty on account of their drinking so 
much whisky, and fifty were shortly after- 
ward converted. 

The speaker closed by saying that the lesson 
of Davy Crockett’s life was that poverty need 
stand in no man’s way. | 

A collection was then taken up for the mon- 
ument, and over five hundred dollors secured. 
The corner stone was then laid with Masonic 
ceremonies conducted by prominent members 
of the order. The lot once occupied by Davy 
Crockett’s cabin was sold at auction, bringing 
$500. , 

An excellent barbecue was 
served. 

The pedestal of the monument will be of 
native stone with a marble base ten feet high. 
This will be surmounted by a statute of heroic 
size of Italian marble carved in Italy, and 
representing Davy Crockett in the pioneer 
garb of a hunter, with buckskin suit, coon skin 
cap and flint musket.

Grady. Memorial Day at Chautauqua. 

Tomorrow is Grady Memorial Day at 
Chautauqua, and it brings up a flood of sad, 
sweet memories. Those who heard the gifted 
founder of the Piedmont Chautauqua in 
his memorable address at the close of the 
first session, recall with sorrowful admiration 
the lofty eloquence of that night. Amid the 
gathering gloom of discouragement that set-

. tled about the young institution, and sub- 


limely transcending his own discomfiture, 
Mr. Grady rose to a height of eloquence 
which he has néyer surpassed and no man 
living has ever equaled. Out of the bowels 
of despair he conjured the image of success, 
and looking from the Nebo of his own disap- 
pointment, he saw a visionof the future to 
which nothing short of Moses’s vision of the 
promised land can be compared. 

But.it is not alone his eloqueace that we 
remember in connection with Chautauqua. 
That was a fitting finale, but prodigious 
work went before—work without which the 
institution would never have been what it is 
today. 

- In commemoration of these services, and 
of his great love for the Chautauqua, Its 
present managers have set apart a day, and 
have arranged appropriate exercises. It is 
an oceasion that will be fruitful of good 
thoughts; and if the exercises are what they 
ought to Le—and we have reason to think 
that such will be their character-—the lessons 
drawn from the life of the departed will be 
worth more than any of the lessons their 
professors can teach, for such is the power of 
a noble example to shape and to inspire the 
lives of men. 

It is welito say that for this eccasion the 
railroads have made due preparation. They 
were surprised and caught napping by the 
great crowds on last Wednesday evening, but 
now they are on their guard and on their 
mettle. To fail of giving adequate accom- 
modations after last week’s warning and in 
the face of the assurances they now give, 
would be unpardonable, if not criminal. We 
may rest assured that this time the railroads 
will do their duty. 

Then let every one interested in Chautauqua 
and every one who loves the memory of the 
great departed, so arrange his affairs that he 
may attend the memorial exercises tomorrow.

Good Arguments Misapplied. 

One of the propositions before the Missis- 
sippi constitutional convention will be in 
the nature of a plan for plural voting: The 
features of this plan are plain and simple. 
Each voter is to be entitled tothe vote for 
each unit of property valuation he may 
possess, The voter who owns $100 worth of 
property will have one vote, and he whoowns 
$1,000 worth will have ten votes. 

The New York Evening Sun, commenting 
on this proposition, employs against it pre- 
cisely such arguments as it would employ if 
the plan wefe intended to apply to the state 
of New York. The Sun says: 

There is little enough prospect that the proposa! 
to establish a property qualificationin any form 
will be adopted; but the. fallacious notion on 
which the proposalis grounded isa perennial 
weed, ever fresh and ever new; and, like any 
other weed,the time is always appropriate for 
taking a chop at it. The notion involves an 
assumption and an inference. The assumption is 
that there exists a direct relation between the 
possession of property and of general intelligence: 
the inference is that this general intelligence is 
the equivalent of political intelligence and virtue 
in combination. The assumption is not true and 
the inference is demonstrably false. : 

The testimony of political reformers in New 
England is uniform that among the men who 
accept bribes for their votes the largest proportion 
istound among property holders. Their excuses 
are interesting: ‘Crops have been puor, ‘prices 
have been low,” “taxes are high,” “they mean to 
vote that way, anyhow,” “the money is offered and 
they may as well have it;’’ in other words, they 
feel mean about it, butthe habit of successful 
accumulation has sapped their manhood. The 
Bane testimony is that the largest share of refusals 
to take money for votes is met among wage work- 
ers. So much for property and political virtue. 

In addition, The Evening Sun gravely- 
calls attention to ‘‘the great historic exam- 
ples of Holland and Venice,’’ which ‘‘fell 
under the dominion of their propertied 
classes.’’ The attitude from which our con- 
temporary views this question is peculiarly 
northern. It discusses the matter precisely 
as if there were no difference in the condi- 
tion and temper ofthe voters of the two 
states. . 

This is the great difficulty in the way of a 
fair and reasonable discussion of the south- 
ern question, as it is called—though it isa 
great national question. It seems to be im- 
possible for northern editors and. writers to 
grasp the situation as it is, to take hold of it 
understandingly and to appreciate the fact 
that the difference between the ignorant 
voters of the north and those of the south 

constitutes the problem with which the 
white people of Mississippi are contending. 

We make no objection to the arguments 
of The Evening Sun. There isa fullness 

about them suggestive of flatulency, but 
they are sound in the main. The only difti- 
culty is that they donot apply in the re- 
motest degree tothe situationin Missis: 
sippi. 


Quay and The Force Bill. 
Kennedy, of Ohio, who is the recognized 
touter of Reed in the house, was yesterday 
circulating a paper setting forth the fact 
that the signers thereof are willing to re- 
main in session until the force bill is finally 
disposed of. The motive that lies behind 


| this paper is perfectly plain. Reed having 


failed to control or to bulldoze a sufficient 
number of senators to pass his force bill is 
now trying to organize his tools in the house 
into a compact body of bulldozers in the 
hope that their action may have some in- 


fluence on the Quay contingent in the sen- 
ate. 


who are striving to make it appear that the 
adoption of the force bill is more necessary 
to republican success than the tariff bill. 
There is a good deal of feeling on the sub- 
ject on the part of the republicans con- 
trolled by Reed. 

The brunt of the whole business, noe 
ever, falls on Quay, who seems to regar 
the whole matter with as much complacency 
as he does the charges against his personal 
honesty. The republicans who have been 
standing by Quay through thick and thin 
are now talking about deposing him as a 
leader, and some of the organs make bold 
to say that such a man should no longer be 
permitted to practically control the party. 
This is a queer state of things. When 
Quay refuses to reply to charges affecting 
his personal honesty he is all right; but 
when he wants to sacrifice the infamous 
force bill to the tariff bill, he is roundly de- 
nounced. 

But Mr. Quay knows what he is abont. 
He knows that if the force bill is not side- 
tracked the tariff bill willnever pass—and 
he knows the tariff is necessary in order to 
pay the party debts. 

The situation is interesting. 


Deacon Shepard’s Latest. 

The New York Mail and Express, with 
its usual ignorance, has been discussing 
southern affairs again and reading us a lec- 
ture on the negro problem in the south. It 
takes some remarks of Senator Blair as a 
text, and then proceeds to sermonize. 

It may be considered unwise to notice the 
ravings of Editor Shepard; he is so well 
known now that his utterances attract but 
little attention from his contemporaries, or 
the general public. We merely desire, in 
this instance, to point out the policy of this 
Christian editor and to compare his editorial 
utterances with his Sunday-school teachings. 

Senator Blair, in a letter to The Mail arid 
Express, intimates that the prime object of 
Mississippi's constitutional convention ‘‘is 
to take away the right of suffrage from the 
colored voters.’’ This was all The Mail and 
Express wanted in the way of an excuse ly 
pitch into the south and eulogize the pat 
Senator Blair is applauded and the people 
of Mississippi warned not to disfranchise the 
negro and ‘‘subvert the constitution.”’ 

After this silly talk The Mail and Ex- 
press replies to an appeal from Senator 
Blair to ‘‘deal gently with those of our own 
race,’’ presumably meaning the people of 
the south who are commended to the tender 
mercies of such men as Editor Shepard and 
other sectional agitators. 

The Express says: 

The senator from New Hampshire appeals to his 
brethren of the north to deal gently with those of 
ourown race; to help them, to give them sym- 
pithy, to give them aitso a little momey to help 
along Schools for the benelit of both races. Well, 
we have helped them, we have given them sym 
pathy; millions of northern money have been in- 
vested in southeastern industries; other millions 
have been given by northern men for the educa- 
tion of children in the southeastern states. What 
isthe result? A proposition to boycott northern 
inerchants; ostracism of northern teachers; bit- 
ter opposition to national education; nullification 
of the constitution of the United States, and a 
universal hatred of northern people and northern 
ideas. Thecodd'ting policy .has been tried long 
enough. Itis time to try something else. 

It isevident from-the above that Editor 
Shepard has been greatly bothered by the 
proposition to boycott the north—scared, in 
fact; and he thus charges us with base in- 
gratitude for what the north has done for 
us. But where do we find this ‘‘hatred of 
northern people?’’ Only in Editor Shep- 
ard’s imagination. Whatever bitterness or 
‘‘hard feeling’ there may be is only momen- 
tary, and such rabid newspapers as The 
New York Mail and Express are responsible 
for it. 

But does it well beseem aman in Editor 
Shepard’s pious position to be a stirrer-up of 
strife; to say that ‘‘the coddling policy has 
been tried long enough,’’ and that ‘“‘it is 
time to try something else?’’ He evidently 
means war and is ready for business. But 
the south does not need to be ‘‘coddled’’ by 
the north,and has no more cause to be grate- 
ful to that section for favors bestowed than the 
north has to be grateful to the south; they 
are mutually dependent upon one another, 
and the sooner this dictatorial tone’ on the 
part of the north is abandoned, the better it 
will be for all concerned. 

But it is not the north that is raving now;. 
it is only Editor Shepard, who, as he did 
not fire a gun in the war, but galloped along 
in the rear, thinks it is his duty to burn 
powder now, when hostilities have ceased. 
Editor Shepard is a bad, bad fellow! 
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Lilliputians at Work. 

Through a friend in that city Tur Con- 
STITUTION learned that The Daily News, a 
little paper which daily fatigues the pa- 
tience and insults the intelligence of Mobile. 
has been vainly trying to say something 
smart about national politics and something 
disparaging about Atlanta. 

In the former undertaking we heartily 
wish it success, but we fear that a higher 
power than the national legislature will have 
to remove the disabilities of .the Lilliputians 
at the head of it before they will be able to 
attract attention outside the corporate limits 
of Mobile. 

Tur CONSTITUTION is always disposed to 
encourage a young enterprise when it is di- 
rected to any good purpose; but it can see no 
good in a sheet which daily fills its limited 
space with such stuff as this:

‘A Colored Professor’s Letter. 

We print in another column a letter from 
Professor Scarborough, of Wilberforce uni- 
versity, relative to a current newspaper para- 
graph which announces that there is a news 
stand in Atlanta, the proprietor of which 
refuses to sell newspapers to colored people. 
This is another case of going away from 
home to getthe news. We have never heard 
that there is a news stand in this city, or in 
any other southern city, where negroes are not 
permitted to buy newspapers. If there is 
such astand in Atlanta, which we doubt, it 
is probably owned by a northern man. 

As Professor Scarborough occupies the 
Greek chair at Wilberforce, he ought to be 
learned enough to appreciate the motives that 
give wingsto such slanders as that on which 
he bases his letter. He is probably learned 
enough to understand that the modern re- 
publican attitude toward the negrois pure 
hypocrisy. If, however, he is ignorant of 
these things, he can easily extend his know- 
ledge by comparing the condition of the 
negroes at the north with that of the negroes 
at the south. Let him, as a beginning, asa 
primary lesson, so to speak, take the negroes 
of Atlanta and compare their condition and 
their opportunities withthe negroes of any 
northern, western or eastern city. 

Here in Atlanta we have negro lawyers, 
physicians and dentists; negro merchants, 
tailors, undertakers, shoemakers, tinners, 
painters, carriagemakers, blacksmiths and 
Wheelwrights; negro contractors, who em- 
ploy white as well as colored workmen; 
negro machinists, carpenters, cabinetmakers, 
brickmasons, plasterers and plumbers; negro 
vorkers in shops, in every trade and busi- 
ness to which theirambition and their ability 
fit them; and opportunities open to them in 
every direction that their capabilities may 
suggest. 

Professor Wilberforce is probably not 
familiar with the real state of affairs in the 
larger cities of the north and west—with the 
environment of the negroes who are massed 
in Philadelphia, New York and Boston; but 
we have it from the best authority—that is 
to say, from the negroes themselyes—that no 
opportunities are open to them at the north 
except in the direction of the most menial 
occupations.

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A DISASTROUS FIRE 
LAST NIGHT. 


AND. NEARLY $100,000 IS LOST. 


The Old Van Winkle Building Con- 
~ sumed, 


AND GHOLSTIN, HAAS & GUTHMAN’S 


Spring Bed Factory is Burned 
Entirely Up. 


Atlanta had a $100,000 fire last night. 

It was an ugly, stubborn blaze. 

A blaze the champion fire department of 
the south could not conquer. 

It began about 8 o’clock, and for more 
than two hours Acting Chief Emmel and his 
men were compelled to work harder than 
they have worked since the Kimball was 
destroyed. 

The Gholstin, Haas & Guthman Bed 
Spring Company, located in the large build- 
ings belonging to Van Winkle & Boyd, on 
Marietta and Foundry streets and_ the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, was de- 
stroyed, with the buildings. 

The conflagration made the entire west- 
the city as bright as the 
display could

have rendered it. 

The entire fire department was out and 
at work. 

And thousands of Atlantians were there 
to ste the flames and the firemen. 

The Alarm Sent In. 

Just before 8 o’clock the alarm came in 
from box 21, located at the junction of 
Marietia and Walton streets. 

It was sent in by Mr. James Sharp, the 
druggist. 

A half minute before the bell sounded, 
two firemen were sitting quictly in front 
of No. 3 engine house, on Marietta street. 
Suddenly one of them sprang to his feet, 
and pointing towards the old Van Winkle 
building, said: 

‘See that fire!” 

A blaze, clouded by dark smoke was 
coming from some place near Foundry 
street on the railroad. 

The other fireman saw the light too. 

At that instant the gong sounded the 
g@iarm. 

Winship’s watchman, passing along Foun- 
drystreet, had discovered the fire and know- 
ing that the Sharp Bros. were custodians 
of a fire alarm box key, hurried to the store. 

The lever was pulled down. 

4nd in no time No. 3 boys were on hand. 

At the same instant Acting Chief Emmel 
drove up. 

The flames were then issuing from the 
windows of a two-story building on Foundry 
strect and the Western and Atlantic § rail- 
road. From both sides the blaze came, and 
at a glance the acting chief knew that he 
had an ugly fight before him. 

No. 3 strung out a line of hose and began 
playing upon the fire, but the water became 
steam and passed away with the smoke and 
flying cinders. 

Then a call was sent in for No, 1. 

This call aroused the people upon the 
streets, and about the same time the bright 
blaze came up. 

Then people by the hundreds hurried to- 


wards the place. 

With No. 1 the acting chief put three 
streams on the fire. The portion of the 
building m which the flames were then 
confined was surrounded by firemen, and 
for a few minutes it looked as though the 
entire waterworks were being turned upon it. 

But the fire kept on, and an alarm was sent 
in for No. 4. 

By some error the alarm rang for 221 at that 
time, and No. 4 went to that bok. 

Acting Chief Emmel heard the alarm and 
called No. 2. 

All this ringing aroused the people, and in 
a few minutes everybody, it seemed, was upon 
the streets, moving towards the fire. 

Those who did not tury out kept the central 
telephone office busy, and in less than an hour 
200 calls had been made upon the telephone 
office. 

With the entire department about the build- 
fing the acting chief worked as faithfully and 
diligently as ever Atlanta’s own Joyner 
worked to quench the flames. 

But his fine work, and the hard, faithful 
licks of the firemen were of no avail. 

The flames continued to gain on the men. 

The Origin of the Fire. 

It is thought that the fire began among a 
lot of shavings scattered near the farnace in 
the engine room on Foundry street. 

The engine room was an open affair, unpro- 
tected by fire walls of any sort, and it was an 
easy matter for the flamesto spread when 
once the spark was cast among the dry shay- 
ings and other inflammable material with 
which the building was filled. 3 

The watchman at the Winship machine 
company’s plant, who gave the alarm, first 
saw the flames inside the carpenter shop near 
the place where the furnaces were located. 

This is all that is known about the starting 
of the big fire. 

By the tine the alarm was sounded and 
people began gathering about the building, 
the flames and smoke were® so thick that it 
was impossible to distinguish the real seat of 
the fire. 

The fire sprang up very rapidly and sud- 
denly. Justa few minutes before the blaze 
was discovered through the windows opening 
on the railroad by the Winship watchman, the 
watchman of the Gholstin, Haas & Guthman 
concern had passed the place. He did not 
notice anygping, but had hardly gotten around 
the corner of Marietta street when the flames 
appeared. — 

This sudden appearance of the fire and the 
rapid headway it made was easy on account of 
the shavings and dry wood scattered about. 

Another thing that made the fire a very 
dangerous one from its inception was the loca- 
tion of the furnaces, where it evidently had its 


pyrotechnic 


origin, and the direction in which the wind. 


was blowing. 

The boiler room was on the south side of the 
work shop, and the wind was blowing to the 
north, driving the flames deep into the center 
of the building. 

This also added greatly to the difficulty: of 
the firemen in getting at the fire. When the 
windows in the south wall were broken, the 
draft rushed through and carried the devonr- 


ing flames further along into the combustible 


material in its grasp. 
_ The Buildings* 

The buildings were located on Marietta 
street, Foundry street and the Western and 
Atlantic railroad. : 

They were commonly known as the old Van 
Winkie buildings. | 3 

On the corner of Marietta and Foundry

streets, there is a two-story brick belonging to 
Captain J. W. English, having a front on 
Marietta of about fifty feet. 

Next to this Mr. W. J. Herndon owns a 
building of about the same size. 

Next to Mr. Herndon’s building the Van 
Winkle building began, running about one 


hundred and fifty feet along Marietta street. 


Part of the building was a two-story brick. 

Part was a three story. 

Then in the rear of this were large three- 
story and two-story buildings covering all the 
lot back to the railroad, and all that portion of 
the lot fronting on Foundry streetin the rear 
of Captain English and Mr. Herndon’s build- 
ings. 

Between Captain English and Mr. Hern- 
don’s buildings and the Van Winkle building 
on Foundry street there was an alley about 
forty feet wide. 

Then between some of the Van Winkle 
buildings there were similar alleys put there 
when the buildings were constructed to make 
the delivery of goods easy. 

Fronting the railroad were two-story build- 


ings, and through these the fire ran until the 


entire row was ablaze. Then after passing 
the English and Herndon buildings, the blaze 
moved towards Marietta street, eating the 
buildings as it would have devoured hay. 

Here the tiremen faught harder than ever. 

But it was no use. 

These buildings were stocked with seasoned 
timber, feathers, moss, hair and cotton. 

Stocked with just such light inflammable 
material as is used in the manufacture of 
spring beds, mattresses, etc. 

Every second almost the fire would spring 
up in a new place, and nearly every time in 
an unthought of locality—a locality, too, out 
of the firemen’s reach. 

It was a hard f@&ht, and a pretty one, too. 

West of che San Winkle buildings was a 
frame structure belonging to Colonel W. S. 
Thomson. 

This proved an easy and quick victim to the 
fire. 

The Van Winkle buildings were put there 
Several years ago by Hon. E. H. Van Winkle 
and his business associates, and were used by 
him until seyeral months ago, when he went 
into his new quarters near the belt junction. 
They were large, substantial buildings, and 
were worth $30,000 to $40,000. 

Mr. Van Winkle is absent from the city 
and their value could not be ascertained from 
him last night. 

Mr. Boyd, his partner, however, gives the 
figures quoted as an approximated valuation. 

Many good réal estate men who saw the 
buildings as they disappeared before the 
flames last night gave them a greater -value 

There was an insurance on the buildings, 
but the amount cannot be ascertained. 

Fighting the Flames. 

Chief Emmel took in the situation at a 
glance as soon as he reached the scene. He 
and the balance of the men worked like 
Trojans from the moment they sprang from 
their machines to the pavement alongside the 
burning building. 

Before the department reached the ground, 
the flames had burst in great columns through 
the lower windows of the carpenter shop in 
the rear atthe railroad and Foundry street. 

All the turning and moulding machines 
were on this floor, and the shavings and 
small lumber scrattered about gave the fire a 
great start of the firemen, who, besides this, 
had tocontend with an inconvenient water 
supply. 

With the appearance of the firemen on the 
scene, the crowds began gathering. 

The alarm was sounded just at an hour of 
the evening when the masses of the people are 
at leisure, and eager for the excitement of such 
an occasion. 

In regular droves they swarmed from every 
direction. Marietta street on both sides of 
the confiagaration, the railroad and the cross 
streets were blockaded bythe crowds. At 
least 15,000 people were congregated in the 
immediate neighborhood of the burning build- 
ing by the time the department had gotten 
well to work. 

At first the attention was centered upon the 
work shops on Foundry street where the fire 
constantly gained headway. 

When the fire reached the main building its 
heat increased in intensity, and the flames, 
laying hold of the furniture and mattress ma- 
terials, soon consumed the roof and sent its 
rearing tongues high into the air. 

The crowds were again forced back nearly a 
block by the heat, and the showers of big 
sparks that issued forth from the burning 
buildings seriously endangered-the row of 
buildings across the street. 

The water was of little avail at such odds. 
Ina short time the blaze began coining through 
the floor and into the second story of the car- 
penter shops, and then out the upper windows 
and roof. 

So intense was theheat that the crowd was 
driven back, and for only a few minutes could 
the firemen remain at the doors, throwing 
streains on the inside. 

The carpenter shops are located in a _ two- 
story brick building, separate from the balance 
of the factories. A fifteen-foot alley divides it 
froin the English and Herndon buildings, and 
about twenty feet intervenes between it and 
the main warehouse and. offices ‘fronting on 
Marietta street. 

A large open space between the wood shops 
and the warerooms was filled with stacked 
lumber, and a long wooden gangway connected 
the shops with the office, this gangway passing, 
above the alley opening on Foundry street. 

Under sndaies circumstances the fire might 
possibly have been confined inside the work- 
shops where it originated, the furnace room 
being merely a partitioned part of that build- 
ing, but the headway it had gained, together 
with the unfavorable direction of the wind, 
made it a desperate case from the vety first. 

Trying to Head it Off. 

While the united efforts of the first detach- 
ment of the fire department were being di- 
rected against the burning carpenter shops 


the flames spread toward the railroad and to 


the buildings that fronted there. 

{t soon became evident that the carpenter 
shops could not be saved. Acting Chief 
Emmel drew part of his men from this point 
and sent them through the alley opening on 
Foundry street to the yard gn the rear of the 
main building. 

Another detachment was working from the 
railroad side, a perfect torrent of water being 
poured into the burning buildings. 

The men fought harfd, standing their ground 


until the flames had completely surrounded | 


them in the lumber-yard. The gangway under 
which they had passed was also in flames, and 
it was oniy by a desperate dash that they at 
last got out of the hollow square of flame. 

In less than an hour after the alarm was 
sounded, the carpenter shops, engine room and 
the entire railroad front of about two hundred 
feet were given over to the consuming element 
without a single dollar’s worth of stock or 
machinery being removed. The entire fire de 
partment was out by this time and working 
with might and main, bnt with little effect 
upon the fast progress of the fire. 

When the buildings fronting on the railroad 
in which unfitted stock, and supplies of ex- 
celsior, hair, husks and other materials were 
located, got beyond control of the firemen all 
attention was turned to saving the main buaild- 
ing and the lumber that was stacked close to 


it in the yard. 
These lumber stacks reached so close to the 


burning buildings that the firemen were una-— 
ble to prevent the flames from taking hold | 


there. i 
The lumber was well seasoned and the fire } 


stored. Onthe top floor was the mattress 
factory, and on the first fioor the office. It 
was thought that this building conld be saved, 
and noattempthad been made to remove any 
of the goods. 

The Spring Bed Company. . 

In March last Messrs. Gholstin, Haas & 
Guthman, the well-known spring bed manu- 
facturers, leased the buildings. 

They suited the firm exactly. 

There was an engine room, workshops, 
storage rooms and offices. 

When the new firm moved in, their machin- 
ery and everything was the best and latest, 
and they began work under the most favorable 
auspices. 

Their work was good, and reputation for it 
came to the firm. 

The increased demand caused them to give 
an increased supply, and last night their place 
was stocked with manufactured goods and raw 
material. 

Their machinery was worth $30,000 to 
$35,000. 

The manufactured goods about $18,000 to 
$20,000. 

Their supplies several thousand dollars. 

Their exact values, however, could not be 
given last night. 

When the fire broke out the gentlemen were 
at their homes. 

They all hurried to the shop. 

Mr. Haas entered the office and succeeded 
in getting out his desk, some books and papers 
and a clock. 

But by that time the fire was upon him and 
he was driven from the building. 

No attempt was made to save any of the 
stock as it was absolutely impossible. 

And dangerous to attempt it. 

The firm carried an insurance aggregating 
about twenty-five thousand dollars, Mr. Haas 
thinks. 

The Other Buildings. 

Saving the English and Herndon buildings 
was almost a miracle. 

In Captain English’s building there was a 
meat shop and the butcher moved his tools. 

On the second floor was the lodge room of 
the Knights of the Golden Lodge. The fur- 
niture was removed. 

Jacobs’s drug store had just moved out of 
Mr. Herndon’s store. 

Just across Marietta street is Williams's 
lumber yard. Itis piled full of lumber, and 
two or three timesit looked like it wasdoomed, 
but the firemen saved it. 

When the fire began, the railroad sidetracks 
were packed with cars. These began to 
smoke, and.the timely arrival of a swich 
engine saved them. | 

Then, on the other side of the railroad are the 
Atlanta gas works. The proximity of these 
caused considerable uneasiness, but at no 


time were they in danger. 
Falling Walls. 

While the fire was raging hottest in the 
main building the north wall of the carpenter 
shop fellinward. Very few people were gath- 
ered near it at the time. 

Not a half hour’s time was consumed in the 
total destruction of the main building. 

Just at 9 e’cloek the front wall ef the four- 
story oftice building began to move. A score 
of firemen were standing within a few feet of 
the curb at the moment, throwing a half dozen 
heavy streams into the burning mass of falling 
timbers. 

Acting Chief Emmel was there. He saw 
the condition of the wall8, but, placing a 
eouple of men on the lookout, continued fight- 
ing to save the English and.Herndon building 
at the corner. 

In five minutes after the first wavering was 
noticed the men on the lookout gave the 
alarm. 4 

They had hardly uttered their warning 
when the great wall toppled and fell into the 
street. An instant later, the side wall went 
down, the earth trembling under the double 
concussion and the sky for a block areund 
filled with lurid sparks. 

A Narrow Escape. 

Acting Chief Emmel and his men narrowly 
escaped being crushed by the falling walls. 
At first it was thought impossible that all 
could have escaped unharmed, and for a few 
minutes the intensest excitement and con- 
fusion existed in the crowd. It was with diffi- 
culty that they could be restrained from rush- 
ing pell-mell over the ropes and to the place 
where the walls had fallen. 

The magnificent building was totally gutted, 
only a part of the walls left standing. In 
fact, the entire plant was destroyed, not a 
wall can be used again. 

After the falling of the walls of the office 
building, the firemen united to save the two 
lower buildings, the one belonging to Captain 
English and the other to Mr. W. H. Herndon. 

A thick fire-wall between these and. the 
Van Winkle property saved them, with only 
slight damage by water and heat. 

Mr. Haas Talks. 

Mr. Isaac Haas, reached the building soou 
after it began burning, and remained there 
until the total destruction had been accom- 
plished. 

“T can’t tell just what our loss is,’’ said Mr. 
Haas. ‘‘It is impossible to estimate our stock, 
but at a rough inventory I would put the stock 
at about forty or forty-tive thousand dollars, 
and the machinery at $15,000.”’ 

‘What insurance ?”’ was asked. 

“IT don’t Know exactly, bnt it is in the neigh- 
borhood of thirty-five or Perty thousand dol- 
lars Ihave not looked over our policies re- 
cently and therefore can’t tell precisely what 
we have covered.”’ 

When asked if his firm would resume work 
at once Mr. Haas said: 

“It is a round hog case. 

have to o.. #. The season 
is just opening up and our business was very 
heavy. We just simply couldn’t get out goods 
fast enough to supply the demand, and are 
now away behind our orders. As I say, we will 
be obliged to go on with our business, but, of 
course, it is too early to talk about our plans 
yet, because we haven’t had time or inclina- 
tion to discuss any.’’ 

Mr. Gholstin was alsoa spectator to the 
burning of the factory. He was very much 
troubled about the misfortune of the firm and 
was little disposed totalk about it tothe many 
sympathizing friends who gathered about

Nearly all the insurance offices in the city 
were represented in the crowd, the agents 
looking up their. losses. 
The Police Work. 

The work of the police department in hand- 
ling the big crowd that gathered in the streets 
leading to the scene of the fire was admirable. 

A large foree of men was sent out from head- 
quarters as soon asthe alarm was turned in 
and the assistance ofthe twosquads, under 
command of Captains Wright and Thompson, 
can not be overestimated. | 

They not only handled the crowd well, but 
actively aided the firemen in their fight 

ainst the flames in many other ways. 
Mounted men and patreolmen were on duty, 
and but fer the vigilance of the force serious 
impediment to the work of the firemen must 
have followed the gathering together of so 
large a crowd.

Forty freight cars running loose on the track 
of the belt line caused a general smash-up on 
the Richmond and Danville railroad, last night 
just before midnight. 

It seems that the Georgia Pacific railroad 
turned over to the Air-Line, at Howell's 
Station, about four miles above Atlanta, forty 
loaded freight cars. 

These were strung all along the track of the 
belt line waiting to be taken off. 

The brakes, it is said, were tightly fastened 
to prevent the cars from moving down the 
heavy grade of the belt line, Which is exceed- 
ingly heavy from Howells all the way around 
Atlanta to the belt junction on the track of 
the Air-Line. 

But, in spite of this careful step, the cars in 
goine way pulled loose, breaking a coupling 
pin midway the train and began moving down 
the grade at an appalling rate of speed. 

They could not be stopped, and rushing on 
went faster as the grade became heavier, and 
soon obtained a speed of about sixty miles per 
hour. 

As the twenty cars neared the junction on 
the Air-Line after running the entire distance 
of the be!t line, a freight train was just pass- 
ing, going north, having left Atlanta after the 
9:40 o'clock passenger train had reached the 
vity. 

Nothing could stop either the train or the 
twenty cars that were running loose with ter- 
rific speed, and the two went together with a 
crash. 

The damage is said to have been quite 
heavy, it being reported that nearly twenty 
loaded cars Were smashed up and _ scattered 
over the woods around the place. 

Noone was killed as far as could be ascer- 
tained, and no one hurt. 

Hands were at work removing the wreck 
last night, so as to allow the passenger trains 
to pass this morning on schedule time.

Claiming that Extravagant and Malicious

Julius Menko vs. John A, Colvin. 

Under that caption a caso with a little sen- 
sation to it was filed with the clerk of the city 
court yesterday.

IN RAILROAD CIRCLES. 


AN IMPORTANT RULING BY THE 
STATE COMMISSION. 
Switching Charges Cannot Be Made for Trans- 
ferring Freight from the R. and D. to 
the Georgia Pacific.

A very important ruling’ was made yester- 
day by the railroad commission in the case of 
George W. Welch, of the Southern Agricult- 
ural Works, against the Richmond and Dan- 
ville, 

It is of special interest to Atlanta business 
men. 

When freight is transferred from the Rich- 
mond and Danville to the Georgia Pacific, or 
vice versa, by the beit road, there is levied a 
switching charge. 

In the case in question 106 cars were trans- 
ferred from the Richmond and Danville to a 
point near the city limits on the Georgia Pa- 
cific. A charge of $1a carload was made and 
was paid under protest. 

The case was carried before the commission, 
and they decided yesterday that this switch- 
ing charge was an overcharge, on the ground 
that the Richmond and Danville and Georgia 
Pacific are one and the same road. The rate, 
it is declared, should be computed on continu- 
ous mileage to the point of destination. 

As the charge for switching has been the 
rule of the road for a long while, the amount 
of money involved in this case as a precedent 
is considerable. 

The rate, by the decision of yesterday, 
where a transfer from one. or these 
roads to the other is involved, shall be com- 
puted on continuous mileage.

“THE BARRETT PARTY IN EUROPE 


How They Are Spending the Time and En- 
joying Themselves. 

The following extracts are taken from a 

letter written by Charles A. Sisson to his 


father in this city: 

VIENNA, August 3, 1890.—Our Atlanta part 
are today viewing the many attractions of this 
magnificent Austrian capita!—all well and in high 
glee. Of course, you will not expect me to de- 
scribe anything. I have neither the time nor the 
ability. The weather has favored us all the time, 
and our purpose is to. make the most of every- 
thing. In Vienna we find the thermometer at 
85 degrees, the warmest encountcred since leav- 
ing AUanta. Only here have I found water equal- 
ing that at Kirkwood. This is said to be the finest 
city in Europe—its streets superb and buildings 

rand. This day my Atlanta brogans resounded 
through the marble halls of the emperor’s palace 
at Schoenbrunn. I was shown an apartment oncé 
occupied by Napoleon, and in which his son died. 
Here is the finest theater in the world—the 
Imperial, just finished at a cost of $10,000,000. To 
such of us as have thought DeGive’s aright nice 
place this affair is rather exag penne. Still, 
there is no disposition to “yo back on” DeGive’s 
byany of us. Atlanta continues tohold her own. 

We saw some people and things in London 
and Brussels. Sailed up the Rhine and the Dan- 
ube and saw some more things. Of these you will 
not expect me to speak in any descriptive way. 
I have the discretion to dispose of a huge 
theme in a short sentence. When a_ thing 
gets too immense for mel let it alone, very se- 
verely. I do not describe London, the Rhine 
scencry and its old casties, or the rare beauties of 
the Danube. I might as well try to exterminate 
John L. Sulllvan ina few rounds. The Atlanta party 
have kept their eyes open, «nd will talk it all 
over in a social way on their return. Everywhere 
in Europe are seen theextremes of wealth and 
poverty, of peasantry and soldicry, of pomp and 
circumstance and pinching want. I have been 
great'y impressed with the intensive system of 
agriculture everywhere. Belgium is one vast 
garden spot, scarcely a square foot of ground not 
producing something, * * * 

Since leaving London we have heard very 
little English spoken, and this fact seems to re- 
move us very far from home; stil], we manage very 
well. After leaving Brussels our party passed 
through the custom houses in good style, except 
the ladies, who laid in a suppiy of lace. Their 
experience was both amusing, expensive and 
annoying. Gallant youth that I am, 1 succeeded in 
getting a few costly rolls of it through in my “hip 
pocket” for some of the girls. The chivalry don’t 
carry pistols in this country and the officials 
know nothing of such a pocket. * * 

We go trom here to Munich, and thence 
to Oberammergau to witness the Passion Play. 
This religious spectacular affair has grown 
into disfavor, and is not to be produced any 
more after this season. It has assumed 
a mercenary and commercial phase, and 
thus grown distasteful to the more thoughtful and 
discriminating of the religious world. 

The more eastern point of our excursion 
will soon be reached, and our faces turned in a 
homeward direction. When this reaches you we 
will no doubt be in Paris, where it is expected the 
Atlanta party will have a gay time for ten days or 
so, and’ where we expect to meet other Georgians 
and hear some of the “United States language” 


Meantime, be assured that we have pushed 
things lively on this trip, and hope to reach home 
right-side up with care. We sail from Liverpool 
on the Etruria August 30th,and will be due in 
Atlanta about September 10th. * °
